Deceived by the exaggerkted 
pictures painted by the oily tongue of an em- 
igrant agent, the ‘two men in company left 
their home in the Scandinayian peninsular, 
and sailed for this new land, where they were 
told wealth and ease were picked from the 
very bushes. Arriving in this country they 
soon realized that

and failing to fiud employment in the north 
they came south. For the past three months 
they have worked in the same com munity, 
traveled together and made common their 
weal and woe, spending most of tbeir time in 
Monticello and Eatonton, But tinally, satis- 
fied that Sweden was a better home for the 
mechanic, reared in its ways and trades, Neil- 
son determined to return, and so apprised 
Hogstedt, who also agreed to go back, To- 
vether they were brought on yesterday from 
katonton by Mr. V. Hatlnuer and put out at 
the depot. Prompted by motives of economy 
and thinking of the dear ones far off in the 
dreary lands along the Baltic, Neilson, al- 
though auiply able, as the result will show, 
put down his little bundle and with his valise 
tor a pillow, lay down pon the platform of 
the depot to await the train for Atlanta.

What the Forthcoming Kepeort of Commissioner Hen- 
derson Wiil Show About the Cropa. 

Tue Constitution! has secured advance 
sheets of the forthcoming August crop re- 
port of the department of agriculture. The 
commissioner, in speaking of cotton, says 
that August has been emphaticaily a wet 
month, and consequently very unfavorable 
to the healthy growth and fruitage of the 
cotton plant, which delights in a compara 
tavely dry climate and a fuil share of sun- 
shine. The moist: weather which has pre- 
vailed throughout the month of Av& 
gust over the entire state, with 
the exception of a singlé county, 
Stewart, where drouth is, reported, has in- 
duced an unsual growth of weed, without 
corresponding fruitage, has facilitated the 
propagation of the boll worm, and has caused 
rust on all light sandy soils, resulting in an 
injury to the crop of 17 per cent. Rust is re- 

rted on sandy soils in a large number of 
counties of middle Georgia, in some in north 
Georgia and as generally prevailing fn 
the other gc In S of the —_ state 
to the serjous injury of the crop: Indeed, 
so ¢ nerafis the prevalence of rust in the 

thern half of the state that the approach 
# the caterpillar in force is neither expected 
nor dreaded. 

The growth of weed is so great in middle 
and north Georgia that the destruction of the 
leaves bythe caterpillar wonid likely prove 
advantageous in admitting the sun to the 
bolts, and thus hastening maturity.

An unusually large area has been planted 
in field peas, both for the purpose’ of 
harvesting the seed and for improving the 
soil. The evidence of better appreciation of 
this crop, by the farmers of the state, as mani- 
fested by their practice this year is very grati- 
fying to all who realize the importance of im- 
proving the soil. Parniers are earnestly advised 
to harvest a sufficient quantity of seed peas, 
not only for use during winter at home to 
give varicty to the tood of their stuck, but an 
abundant supply of seed for next year's pjant- 
ing. Any surplus which may be on hand in 
the spring will find ready sale at remunera- 
tive prices, 

It is very diftticult to cure the vines for hay 
if cut before a portion of the peas have 
ripened. Kven then very careful manage- 
met is necessary to prevent the jogs of the 
leaves in caring. To avoid this the vines 
should be exposed as little as possible to the 
sun. fLhey may be thrownupin very small 
covks—so smal! in diameter to adnuit of free 
circulation of air through them; and, as early 
asiothey will admit of it, they should be 
spread in thin layers in an «airy barn. 
If the barn is not ayailable, rail petis may be 
buitt in the fieldand the vines placed upch 
railg or poles laid across at intervals of two 
feet, commencing one foot from the ground. 
The whole should be covered with straw 
stalks or plank to shed. the water from the 
vines. 

Compared to an average the crop is reported 
in north Georgia, 104; in middle Georgia, 112; 
in southwest Georgfa, 108: in east Georgia, 
111; in southeast Georgia, 99, and in the 
whole state, 108. 

SWEET POTATOES, 

The growth of both vines andstubers is un- 
usually fine. The area planted is large and 
the crop very promising. If moist weather 
continues the potato will continue to grow 
and cause risk of rotting. A portion of the 
vines may now be cut and fed to miicl: cows 
and pigs with Advantage to the potatoes a. 
Well as the stock. Lf the potato does not ma 
ture before frost those who have evaporators 
are advised to dry a portion of the crop 
and pack theni away securely in a 
dry room in boxes or stout paper bags for use 
nextspring, or for sale it not needed at hiome. 
Atter washing thoroughly they may be sliced 
and dried in the same way that apples and 
peaches are, Nearly every variety of vegeta 
bies nay also be evaporated and stored for 
Winter use more cheaply and with less risk 
of spoiling than when canned.

The Physician and the Husband Set at Liberty by 
the Corener. 

New York, September 9.—The investiga- 
tion into the circumstances of the alleged 
abortion on Mrs. Davidson by her busband, 
George L. Davidson and Dr. Kenna, took 
place to-day. Dr. Kenna testified as to the 
treatment of the case and denies that abor- 
tion has been committed.

PENSACOLA, September 9.—The board of 
health declares the fever to be epidemic. We 
have had in 24 hours 16 new cases and three 
deaths.

business men are greatly embarrassed. The 
new phase of the fever in the past 
{8 hours, with the ‘constantly 
increased sick rate and death rate has ren- 
dered. necessary the appeal which has been 
made to the generosity of the country. Un- 
less. aid shall speedily come, the grandest 
war must prevail. Contributions should 
be transmitted by telegraph, when 
possible, %as there is an immediate 
need-ef funds. The large proportion here of 
northern and unacclimated men. renders us 
cingularly accessible to the ravages of the 
disease, while the number of sick and sick- 
ening is greatly disproportioned to the num- 
ber of trained nurses. The loca! 
physicians are behaving valiantly 
and benevolently. The relief branch of the 
Young Men’s Christian association has been 
furnishing volunteers, but they are neorly all 
broken down. All the outlook predicates 
the need of professional nurses. To furnish 
them is impossible without aid from abroad.

A HEAVY SENTENCE. 


Judge MeCay Gives a Man Six Months for Disposing 
of a Pinteof Meenshine. 

Yesterday in the United States district 
court Judge McCay sentenced John Thames,a 
sixty-years old tarmer, who lives near Red 
Oak, to six months in Fulton ,coumty jail, 
and to pay $000 fine and costs for violating 
the revenue laws. The details are as fol- 
lows: On Thursday Thames was put upon 
trial charged with removing distilled 
spirits on which the tax had not 
been paid, and with wholesale dealing in 
illicit whisky. A man named Ross swore 
that on one occasion he came to Atlanta with 
Thames, and that they brought along two 
kegs of illieit whisky, which they sold at 
Morria’s wagon yard, A man named Howell 
testified that om one occasion Thames traded 
mules with a megro and paid the negro 
partly in illicit whisky. Several witnesses 
were introduced, to impeach Ross. Several 
others were introduced to testify to his good 
character, Thames was sworn at his own re- 
quest and testifiedin hisown behalf. He said 
that Ross’s story was false in every particular, 
and that while he had traded with a negro tor 
amule,he had paid him a balance that wasdue 
him by order to a store at Red Oak. Hesaid 
admitted that on two occasions he had bought 
a half pint of illicit whisky. The case wen 
to the jury Thursday evening, and at two 
o'clock that night the jury returned a sealed 
verdict. Friday when the verdict was opened! 
it was found that Thames was convicted of 
“illicitre.uoving.’’ He was remanded to jail 
and yesterday was brought out to re- 
ceive his sentence. In passing the sen- 
tence, Judge McCay told Tham that 
he had testified in direet conflict with the 
other witnesses, and had doubtiess perjured 
himself. He therefore imposed a heavier 
penalty than he would otherwise have done, 
and accordingly sent him to jail for six 
months and ordered that he pay a fine of 3500 
additional and costs.
